BEGIN TEXT: 

"SECRETARY OE STATE CYRUS VANCE TODAY WINDS UP A MARATHON 
SERIES OF PRIVATE MEETINGS DEVOTED HEAVILY TO 
HUMAN RIGHTS, THEN HEADS EOR NEARBY TRINIDAD EOR 
AN OVERNIGHT VISIT SEEN AS A SHOW OF SUPPORT FOR THAT 
NATION'S DEMOCRATIC TRADITIONS. BY THE TIME HE 
LEAVES GRENADA THIS AETERNOON, VANCE WILL HAVE MET 
INDIVIDUALLY WITH DELEGATES OF VIRTUALLY ALL TWENTY- 
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FIVE MEMBER-NATIONS OE THE ORGANIZATION OE AMERICAN 
STATES. HE HAS SOUGHT TO UNDERLINE THE U.S. COMMITMENT 
TO HUMAN RIGHTS. AS EXPECTED, HE'S MET CRITICISM 
FROM A NUMBER OF MILITARY GOVERNMENTS WHO INSIST ON 
LINKING THE ISSUE TO THE NEED FOR FORCEFUL MEASURES
